^ REMARKS 

In the OfiBcc Action flie Examiner issued a lequtiemeat fiwr restriction. The Examiner 
icquiies an election of species and found tfiat there arc no generic claims. The Examiner requires 
elecdoo of one fishing rod holder, idaitificd as Species I-V, one fishing rod handle, identified as 
Species A-C, and one Fishing rod, identified as Species 1-3. 

In response, the Applicant elects Species I, B. and 2, conesponding to Figures 1. X and 5, as 
well as item 24b of Figure 7 and item 20b of Figure 8. The Applicant traverses the finding that there 
is no generic claim and asserts that at least claim 1 is generic. 
(;iAim^ rflin^oonding to Elected Species 

The Applicant elects the fishing rod holder of Species I as reflected in Figures 1, 2, and S. 
Ruthcr, the Applicant elects the fishing rod handle of Species B as reflected in item 24b of Rgure 7, 
StiU fiiriher, the Applicant elects the fishing rod of Species 2 as reflected in item 20b of Figuic 8. 
The Applicant also contends that Species DI (no. 12a of Figure 6) encompasses components identical 
to those of Species H in Figures 3 and 4. Similarly, Species IV (no. 12b of Figure 6) encompasses 
components ickntical to those ofSpecies I in Rgures 1, 2, and 5. 

Claims 1-21 and 23-24 are readable on die combination of Species I, B, and 2. Thus, of the 
pending claims, only claim 22 includes limitations not found in Species I/B/2. 
generic qaim^ 

As stated in MPEP 806.04(d), "a genoic claim diould include no material element additional 
to those recited in the species claims, and must comjKchend within its confines the organization 
covered in each of the species " Thus, a generic claim cannot include limitations not present in each 
of the species claims. The present application has only one independent claim, claim 1. By 
definition, each of the remaining claims (2-24) includes all of the limitations fi>und in claim I. 
Further, the limitations found in claim 1 are found in each of the species identified by the Examiner. 
Therefore, claim 1 should be considered a generic daint
